President Herbert Hoover aimed 
biting criticism at the Roosevelt 
administration here tonight, and de- 
manded “a return from muddling 
to sanity and realism.” 

Hoover's criticisms of the Roose- 
velt policies were made in an ad- 
dress before the Western States Re- 
publican Convention, a sequel to 
the “grass roots” meeting of the 
G. O. P. in Springfield, Ill., in 
June. It was Hoover's first speech 
before a party organization since 
his retirement to private life in 
March, 1933. 

Like his other recent pronounce- 
ments, it gave no indication of his 
desires with reference to the 1936 
Republican presidential momina- 
tion. He made but one reference 
to the Republican party in 1936. 

“In the coming months,” he said, 
“the Republican party will meet 
in convention with the responsibil- 
ity of determining its policies. It 
will be the most vital convention 
since 1860. That that convention 
should comprise the thousand best 
men of the Republican party.

GENEVA, Oct. 5.—The Couneil of 
the League of Nations appointed a 
strategy board of six to consider 
the Italian-Ethiopian warfare to- 
night but failed to take immediaté 
action Ethiopia's appeal to 


“stop the massacre of innocent pop- 
ulations.” 

A report submitted to the Coun- 
cil by its Committee of Thirteen 
absolved Ethiopia of blame for the 
African fighting. A member said 
it implied Italy was “clearly in the 
wrong.” 

League circles heard one of the 
first actions of the committee of 
Six was to ask the League secre- 
tariat to draw up a statement based 
on the assumption Italy had com- 
mitted unprovoked aggression. 

This statement will be discussed 
by the committee tomorrow: after- 
noon. No actual decision of war 
guilt against Italy was reached hy

Doesn’t Even Answer 
Proposal That Both Italy 
and England Cancel 
Precautionary Measures. 


TELLS HIM PLAINLY 
HE MISUNDERSTANDS 


Continues to Move for Col- 
lective Sanctions and Re- 
enforcement of Fleet in 
Mediterranean.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—Great Britain 
drove ahead at Geneva for applica- 
tion of collective sanctions against 


Italy today, on the heels of their 
blunt rejection of overtures by Pre- 
mier Mussolini. 

With 150 fighting ships ready for 
action in key ports in the Mediter- 
ranean and Red seas, Britain re- 
fused even to answer Mussolini's 
suggestion that there should be a 
simultaneous Anglo-Italian cancela- 
tion of precautionary measures in 
those areas. 

The Government has received a 
French note. It is generally be- 
lieved this note contains France’s 
pledge to support the British fleet 
in case of an attack in the Med- 
iterranean. 

The Government let it be known 
here that plain language had been 
used in conveying the _ British 
viewpoint to Mussolini, through his 
Ambassador here, Dino Grandi. The 
statement was in answer to a tele- 
gram from Mussolini which Grandi 
read to Sir Samuel Hoare in a long 
conference at the Foreign Office 
yesterday. 

Mussolini submitted the view that 

Britain misunderstood the Italian 
attitude; that he did not like the 
idea of the British that the consent 
of Emperor Haile Selassie was nec- 
essary for any agreement on Ethio- 
pia. Mussolini further contended 
he had not defied the League; that 
he would only leave the League if 
League action compelled him to do 
so and that his desire was to limit 
the Italian-Ethiopian hostilities to 
colonial action, without extension in 
other fields. 
__ Hoare told Grandi there had been 
the most unfortunate and gravest 
misunderstandings of Britain’s at- 
titude on the part of Italy, He said 
the military action which Italy has 
taken against Ethiopia had, to say 
the least, made most difficult any 
progress toward settlement. 

Britain’s six-week rush to rein- 
force the Mediterranean and Red 
Sea defenses continued unabated 
today, even though almost the en- 
tire home fleet and much of the 
West Indian and China fleets have 
already swung in behind the units 
normally stationed in the Mediter- 
ranean.

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 5.—Fierce 
fighting raged today on the north- 
ern front, near Adigrat, where Ethi- 
opian worriors engaged in hand-to- 
hand combat with the Italian 
troops, fighting with bayonets and 
daggers. The Italian forces used 
planes as well as infantry. 

The number of casualties was not 
learned. 

Further fighting was reported on 
the Southern Ogaden front, facing 
Italian Somaliland, with 2000 Ethi- 
opians killed. 

On the northern front the Ethi- 
opian lines are stretched over a fer- 
tile plain on the way to Askum, 22 
mlies south of the Eritrean border. 
Throughout the day, stnce the be- 
ginning of hostilities, Ethiopian 
women have been going to the bat- 
tle lines with great black jugs of 
water and tej (a liquor) on their 
shoulders. They also bore sacks 
of corn to the fighters. 

Conflicting Reports. 

Unofficial reports reached the 
capital that Aduwa had been oc- 
cupied by an unopposed Italian 
army, the Ethiopians having with- 
drawn to reinforce their troops 
near Adigrat. The town was occu- 
pied by women, children and men 
too infirm for war duty, the re- 
ports said. 

(An official communique to Rome 
by the advancing army reported 
Aduwa still in the hands of the 
Ethiopians, but expected it to be 
encircled by evening. A _ similar 
communication was _ received at 
Rome from the Italian commander 
in Asmara.) 

The Ethiopians are fighting on 
the northern front to block a semi- 


circular enclosure by the Italian 
army from the north. 
“The Italians penetrated the 


towns of Wayeta and Enguela, near 
Adigrat,” said a Government com- 
munique, “but have not yet reached 
Adigrat.

Further ‘official charges were 
made by Ethiopia of attack or non- 
combatants.

Campaigns Are Commanding 
Italian Troops in Ethiopia 


Generals in Charge of Invaders Are Experi- 
enced in Fighting Tribesmen — One 
Known as “Scourge of Tripolitania.”’

GENERAL FIELD HEADQUAR- 
TERS, WITH .THE ITALIAN 
ARMY IN ETHIOPIA, Oct. 5.— 
Four Generals, each a veteran of 
hard colonial campaigns, and all 
of them older than Premier Mus- 


solini, are the z0mmanders of 
Italy’s invading forces in Ethiopia. 

They are experts on Ethiopian 
military topography, and are fami- 
liar with the customs and habits 
of the roving primitive tribes. Their 
names are known in the most iso- 
lated North African villages, for 
natives have met them in battle 
before, and have learned to fear 
them as ruthless soldiers. 

Was in March on Rome. 

The commander-in-chief is Gen. 
Emilio de Bono, who was one of 
the leaders in the Fascist march 
on Rome. His aid is Gen. Melchi- 
ade Gabba, who. holds the title 
chief of staff. Under their direc- 
tion Gen. Alessandro Biroli com- 
mands the native forces in Eritrea, 
and Gen. Rodolfo Graziani, Gover- 
nor of Italian Somaliland, directs 
the troops that are entering Ethio- 
pia from the east. It is Gen. Gra- 
ziani’s army that figured in to- 
day’s fighting. 


headquarters in Asmara, Eritrea, 
proclaimed a state of war and mar- 
tial law in Eritrea and Somaliland. 
And it is from his headquarters 
that detailed directions issue for 
the movment of Italian troops, air 
raids and battles. 

Gen. de Bono, who commands all 
Italian troops in Oriental Africa, is 
69 years old. He is short, stocky, 
vigorous and alert, and bears him- 
self stiff as a ramrod. He has a 
white beard and steel-blue eyes. 


It was*Gen. de Bono who at his | 


He first met Mussolini when the 
latter was a humble soldier, and, 
recognizing his organizing genius, 
Gen. de Bono tagged his kite to 
the younger man’s star. Rising to 
a trusted position as* Mussolini's 
adviser on military matters, he be- 
came Chief of Police, Commander 
of the Militia, and then Governor 
of Tripolitania. In 1929 he became 
Minister of Colonies. 

Gen. Gabba is 61, and has had 
one of the most colorful careers in 
Italian military annals. In 1897 he 
was a Second Lieutenant; in 1911 
he was Chief of Staff of Colonial 
Troops in Eritrea, with the rank 
Lieutenant-Colonel. Through the 
World War he commanded an artil- 
lery unit, and was decorated for 
bravery because he refused to leave 
his command although wounded. 


Typical Disciplinarian. 


Gen. Biroli is a typical discipli- 
narian of the old colonial school. 
At 58, he has many decorations, 
which he carries proudly and iaunt- 
ily. He is quick-tempered, but is 
known as just and firm. He is the 
“psychologist” of the four, with the 
reputation of knowing more about 
the intricate workings of the brains 
of African natives than any other 
foreigner in Africa. S 

At 53, one year older than Mus- 
solini, handsome Gen. Graziani is 
regarded as one of the fiercest co- 
lonial fighters of any nation. He 
is thin-lipped, and lean-faced, and 


he is known to natives as_ the 
“Scourge of Tripolitania” for his 
daring and ruthless campaigns 


against natives opposing Italian 
colonial troops in past years, 

Gen. Graziani is equally at home 
in the ballroom, and his auburn- 
haired wife and daughter are pop- 


ular in Roman society.

The Adams-Webster Conundrum. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

LEASE call the American history 

class for the second lesson on the sub- 
ject: “Who said it? John Adams or 
Daniel Webster?” 

Turning to pages 274-5-6, Vol. I, of 
George T. Curtis’ life of Daniel Webster, 
dear children, we find the question now 
before us was a grand old riddle im- 
mediately after Webster's oration at 
Faneuil Hall, Aug. 2, 1826. 

In fact, it became so controversial that 
Webster was sorry he ever got mixed up 
in the matter, but having done so, there 
was nothing left to do but make the 
most of it, and so he did. 

It is also stated that, after having 
written the imaginary speech for Mr. 
Adams, Webster was in doubt as to 
whether it was up to the Adams stand- 
ard, and he called in his intimate, Tick- 
nor, to pags upon it before delivery. Tick- 
nor knew a good thing when he saw one, 
and you may lay to that. He told Web- 
ster that the speech he had written for 
Adams was the best part of Webster's 
whole oration. 

That point having been definitely set- 
tled, Webster relieved himself of one 
of the world’s best speeches, but the 
fact that what he said still plagues us 
is the subject before the class. 

Now, did Mr. Webster actually say 
what he said Adams said, or did Adams 
say what Webster said Adams said? Is 
everybody clear on that? Very well. 

No, children, Adams never said it. 
Webster said it for Adams, because Ad- 
ams couldn’t say anything as well as 
Webster could say it, but Adams never 
knew Webster said it. And immediately 
after Webster said it, the country de- 
manded to know whether Adams actual- 
ly said what Webster said he said, or 
whether Webster merely said it for 
Adams. 

Technically cornered, Webster was com- 
pelled to confess that Adams never said 
what he said Adams said, but that he 
(Webster) simply said what he thought 
would have been on Adams’ mind had 
Adams decided to say what Webster 
said Adams said. But Webster’s explana- 
tion did not give universal satisfaction, 
and he was asked further to elucidate. 
Finally Webster gave up, and summoned 
Ticknor to stop all the blather about 
the thing. And this is the way Ticknor 
put the conundrum to bed: 

“In January, 1846, Webster sent me 
from Washington a letter he had just 
received, dated Auburn, begging him to 
solve the doubt (Who Said It?). With it 
he sent me his answer, which is published 
in his works, saying, ‘The accompanying 
letter, and copy of answer, which has 
often been asked me. I place them in 
your hands to serve if similar inquiries 
should be made of you.’ 

“Two months after, in March of the 
same year, he sent me a letter from 
Bangor, in Maine, asking the same ques- 
tion, beginning the note which accom- 
panied it with these words: ‘Here comes 
another; I cannot possibly answer all 
of them, one after another.’ 

“Indeed, he continued to receive such 
letters until the edition of his works was 
published in 1851, though the matter was 
repeatedly discussed and explained in 
the newspapers. The fact is that the 
speech he wrote for John Adams has 
such an air of truth and reality about it 
that only a genius like Mr. Webster's, 
perfectly familiar with whatever relates 
to the Revolution,.and imbued with its 
spirit, could have written it.” 

Still discussing the question, Curtis 
writes that, in reply to an inquiry from 
President Fillmore, asking for his au- 
thority for putting this speech in the 
mouth of John Adams, the Congress at 
that time having always sat with closed 
doors, Webster said: “I will tell you what 
is not generally known. I wrote that 
speech one morning before breakfast, 
in my library, and when it was finished 
my paper was wet with my tears.”

BEFORE THE COURT. 


The United States Supreme Court, sitting for the 
first time in its new building, will convene tomor- 
row for what history may very well come to record 
as one of the two or three most important terms in 
the high tribunal’s 145 years. 

Does it seem difficult to believe that the coming 
session may have more far-reaching consequences 
than that which began a year ago and which gave the 
country the NRA, gold clause, farm mortgage mora- 
torium, hot oil.and Humphrey decisions? Then it 
is only necessary to review the docket of the new 
term and to note some of the other issues which are 
on their way to a testing before adjournment in June. 

Chief in interest, in the Middle West at least and 
probably throughout the country, is the case in- 
volving the Agricultural Adjustment Act and the 
farm parity program initiated under it by Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace. Are the processing taxes, 
which have been levied on corn, wheat, cotton, hogs, 
rice, tobacco, sugar beets and a number of other 
products to raise prices, in accordance with the tax- 
ing powers of Congress under the Constitution? That 
is the question which Chief Justice Hughes and the 
eight Associate Justices will in effect decide in the 
Hoosaec Mills case. It is a question which in itself 
would make this term of the court historic. 

Hardly less in importance from the standpoint of 
the administration’s recovery program, taken as a 
whole, is the case of Ashwander et al vs. the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. The questions here are the 
validity of a contract for the purchase by the Fed- 
eral Government of transmission lines and of the 
Government's power to generete and sell electricity 
to consumers. The effect of the decision will be to 
show whether Congress exceeded its constitutional 
powers when it created the TVA and launched the 
Government on that gigantic enterprise in land and 
resource planning and management. 

The question of the right of the Federal Govern- 
ment, through the PWA, to condemn land for low- 
cost housing projects—another key measure of the ad- 
ministration’s recovery program—will also come be- 
fore the court. So will the Bankhead Cotton Control 
Act, under which a tax of 50 per cent of the market 
price is levied on cotton sold in excess of allotted 
quotas. Still other cases involve the right of the 
PWA to make loans and grants to municipalities for 
the erection of power plants; Section 77B of the 
Bankruptcy Act, authorizing corporate reorganization 
when two-thirds of each class of security holders 
agree; and the power of the states to tax property 
held by the Federal Government through the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 

In addition to these cases, there are those involv- 
ing statutes which either have been challenged more 
recently or are certain to be challenged so that action 
on them may very well be taken by the court dur- 
ing the coming months. In this category are the 
Guffey-Snyder Act, which sets up a little NRA for 
the bituminous coal industry, the Wagner Labor 
Disputes Act and the gas and electric public utility 
holding company law. 

Obviously, a great responsibility rests on the Su- 
preme Court as it prepares to hear these cases and 
to pass judgment on the issues at stake. But it is a 
responsibility which the American people, under 
their system of government, have entrusted to the 
court. That being the case, the formation of a com- 
mittee of 58 lawyers by the American Liberty 
League to give opinions on the constitutionality of 
controversial Federal laws becomes little short of an 
impertinence. Certainly it is an impropriety which 
can serve no good purpose. : 

As Charles C. Burlingham, the leader of the admir- 
alty bar of New York, points out in a well-reasoned 
letter to the New York Times and the New York 
Herald Tribune, there is a great difference between 
opposing bills in the legislative process and present- 
ing elaborate briefs against laws on which the Su- 
preme Court must soon rule. The Post-Dispatch 
opposed the Guffey-Snyder measure when presented 
as a bill in Congress. We now prefer to have its 
constitutionality as a law judged by the Supreme 
Court without benefit of an advance opinion by a 
group of lawyers whose findings may or may not 
be based on disinterested investigation. 

If.the aims of the Liberty League’s committee of 
lawyers are political, the fact should be frankly de- 
clared. The committee of lawyers which entered 
the campaign of Alton B. Parker against Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1904, as Mr. Burlingham reminds us, 
had a political end to serve and did not attempt to 
conceal the fact. 

If Mr. Roosevelt did a reprehensible thing when 
he counseled Congress to put aside the question of 
constitutionality in the consideration of an admin- 
istration measure, so are these lawyers, however 
eminent, doing a reprehensible thing when they un- 
dertake in effect to bring pressure on the Judges 
by anticipating decisions. They of all persons should 
recognize how profoundly important it is for the 
Supreme Court to be free from such attempts when 
deciding questions so momentous as those now be- 
fore it. 
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THREADNEEDLE STREET’S OLD LADY. 
Our banking system is not the only one which is 
being criticised and declared in need of reform. The 
Bank of England, whose very nickname—the Old 
Lady of Threadneedle Street—bespeaks its long rec- 
ord of conservative operation, is the target for pot 
shots these days, too. Leading the movement for 
structural change in this world-famous British in- 
stitution is, at this writing, Reginald McKenna, for- 
mer Chancellor of the Exchequer. The whole af- 
fair has English banking circles in a dither. 
Yet the proposals for reform would work no 
wrenching change if we judge by American standards. 
To the American, there is nothing revolutionary

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RECKLESS HASTE OF THE WPA. 


Gen. Johnson, we believe, voices a general appre- 
hension when he predicts that the Government's 
huge work-relief program, designed to put 3,500,000 
men to work by Nov. 1, will be a ghastly failure. 
Harry Hopkins, it is true, is an expert at cutting 
official red tape, but he will be something of a 
miracle man if he can attain the goal that has been 
set. Recent figures show that 931,703 jobs have 
been created, but 502,000 of these have been in the 
convenient reservoir of the CCC. Less than a month 
remains to find jobs for 2,568,297. 

It may be done, but what sort of jobs will they be? 
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when the $4,880,000,000 work-relief bill was passed. 
New heights will be reached in boon-doggling as Mr. 
Hopkins strives to obey the President’s orders, Gov- 
ernment money will be lighting polo fields, sprink- 
ling golf courses, making silly surveys, cataloguing 
fossils, building baseball diamonds and the like. As 
the experience of PWA has shown, permanent public 
works require a long period of preparation. 

Many works of permanence, of course, will be em- 
barked upon, but as Gen. Johnson says, the country 
in a few months will face the dilemma of voting 
more billions or of leaving “the face of the whole 
country littered with useless, partly-finished con- 
struction.” We daresay the latter is the more likely 
horn of the dilemma to be chosen. The reaction 
against governmental spending is increasing daily. 
The next session of Congress is not going to be 
another 10-billion party. 

As the alternative for the present course of the 
administration, Gen. Johnson suggests the dole, ‘“sup- 
plemented by a relatively small amount of orderly, 
necessary and_ scientifically-administered public 
works.” The dole is an ugly word and an ugly thing, 
but in the present extremity of the country, the dole 
is preferable to a scandalous orgy of useless spend- 
ing which, once epded, may leave the unemployment 
situation in as bad a shape as it is now. 

The dispute between Mr. Ickes and Mr. Hopkins as 
to the disposition of funds between PWA and WPA 
was of the greatest significance. Mr. Ickes is a slow, 
methodical worker who usually gets a dollar’s worth 
of value for every dollar he spends.

THE CONQUEST OF DEATH. By Annie C. 
Bill. (A. A. Beauchamp, Boston.) 
T the proposition that the death of the in- 

dividual is not only highly undesirable 
but unnecessary; and that we are on the 
eve of an evolutionary change whereby the 
human body will continue to function in- 
definitely. ‘Reason, love and justice,” the 
author insists, “revolt against all compro. 
mise with the cruelty of the death process; 
indeed, there is nothing about it that is not 
cruel.” Great scientists are quoted freely 
in defense of the proposition; and the au- 
thor conceives it as the high moral obliga- 
tion of the human race to aid evolution in 
its alleged efforts to banish death from this 
troubled planet. It seems somehow to be a 
matter of “right thinking.” 

There are those who would ask at this 
point: “Why notice such a book at all?” 
Granting the common-sensicality of the 
question, there need be nothing foggy in the 
answer. The book is worthy of note for the 
reason that it succeeds in reducing to ob- 
vious absurdity the essentially anti-social, 
naively materialistic superstition that is 
fundamental in any consideration of the 
world muddle. 

It is the very essence of religion, in its 
universal and undogmatic sense, that the 
self should be lost in the whole, thereby 
achieving the enduring identity; and _ far 
from regarding that loss of self as “cruel,” 
the seers of all times and countries have 
proclaimed it a glorious experience. It must 
be well known to many in every generation 
that genuine happiness is impossible save 
through the loss of self in the larger view.

What the author has done, in’ keeping 
with the dominant superstition of her time, 
is actually to attempt the building of her 
religion about. the anti-religious conception 
of the self as being the matter of supreme 
importance.

Since the lady’g thesis is based 
on science, it seems permissible to employ 
simple mathematics tn search of at least a 
very tiny “gleam of reason.”

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Assuming, then, that evolution, aided by 
right thinking, is destined to banish death 
from our planet, the writer indulged in a 
bit of arithmetic by way of computing the 
world population in the sweet and deathless 
by-and-by.

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HOW TO UNDERSTAND MUSIC. By Oscar 
Thompson, (Dial Press, New York City.) 


HIS is much the best of the many books 

which have lately undertaken to induct 
the lay reader into the mysteries and beau- 
ties of music. First of all, it is free from 
pretentiousness and esoteric nonsense. It is 
charmingly written, too, but its chief value 
lies in the fact that it clearly indicates the 
way by which an ordinary layman can 
achieve some sort of musica] understan 
ing if he wants to. And Mr. Thompson in- 
sists on the word “understanding.” He 
doesn't. hold with “musical appreciation.” It 
has an ugly smack of compulsion. 

At the outset, Mr. Thompson makes it 
clear that music is an aural experience and 
that the study of theory and musical struc- 
ture, while interesting enough for people 
who want to use that much time on it, is 
not essential to true enjoyment. What per- 
haps is necessary, however, is a clear reali 
zation of the fact that music is a language 
—that is, a medium for the expression of 
mental images, and not merely a sensation. 
It is a language, however, that is essentially 
untranslatable, and all efforts to set UP 
equivalents in other languages are likely to 
result in nothing but confusion. 

Going on, Mr. Thompson points out that 
the elements of this language are melody, 
harmony and time values, and it is in th 
manipulation of these elements that musi 
achieves its expression.

fied the London accord. 

Britain is believed by many of-j} 
ficials here to have been led by 
events to abandon temporarily, at 
least, its efforts to promote another 
naval limitations conference look- 
ing toward the negotiation of a new 
treaty.

Only recently, President Roose- 
velt outlined this country’s policy 
by asserting that the United States 
would abide by the limits of both 
treaties whether or not the Wash- 
ington and London agreements} 
were allowed to terminate.

Records Are Issued 

HE St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
T tra’s venture into the field of 

phonograph recordings has 
reached the stage where two sets 
of records made last spring are now 
on the market. The most recent 
of these—the Haydn Symphony in 
E Flat Major, better known as the 
Drum Roll Symphony — was. re- 
leased last week. The Tansman 
Triptych for string orchestra ap- 
peared early in the summer. The 
records were made by the Colum- 
bia Phonograph Co., who brought 
their engineers to St. Louis for the 
purpose. 

Both the engineers and Conduc- 
tor Vladimir Golschmann who, of 
course, directed the orchestra dur- 
ing the recordings, have reason to 
be well satisfied with the mechan- 
ical and artistic results. True 
enough, the Haydn Symphony does 
not have the same relative lightness 
for impact that it would have inthe 
concert hall, but this is a constant 
factor in all recordings. The dif- 
ference in size and weight between 
a lightly scored eighteenth century 
work such as the Haydn sym- 
phony and a rich, heavily scored 
romantic symphony is never great 
enough.

MASSAPEQUA, L. I. 
HE great Long Island 
monkey rebellion has been 
quelled. Of the upwards 
of 150 rhesus monks which 
staged a mass walkout from 
Frank Buck's jungle com- 
pound on the Sunrise high- 
Way several weeks ago, all but five have 
been captured, or killed accidentally. 

So says the management of the private 
200. But its statistics purporting to num- 
ber the holdouts may be taken with a grain 
of salt. No one ever discovered exactly 
how many monkeys escaped. Estimates 
fanged from 150 to 175. If the original 
Number of fugitives was never accurately 
determined, how, one may well ask, can the 
Management fix the holdouts at five? 

This is a burning question on Long 
Island because the householder never knows 
exactly what to expect when he goes down 
into his cellar’ or opens the door of his 
Garage. Somewhere on Long Island are 
some of the Massapequa monkeys. Spinsters 
Who probe beneath the bed before retiring 
May conceivably flush a monkey instead of 
a burglar.

successfully because of the evil genius of a 
tough monkey named Scarface Al Capone, 
the bully of the more than 4500 gibbering 
inhabitants of Monkey Mountain, as the 
simian preserve is called. The leader is 
among those at large. 

Capone watched for the big opportunity 
and got it when Charles Seiner, a workman, 
went to Monkey Mountain to clean out the 
moat that surrounds the artificial rock is- 
land. Carrying a brush and pail and whist- 
ling a gay tune, Seiner laid a plank across 
the moat and walked across with the indif- 
ference born of long familiarity with his 
job. 

At a shrieked signal from atop the cav- 
ern-studded peak, the place suddenly be- 
came a bedlam. Capone and scores of his 
henchmonkeys came slithering down the 
sides of the mountain and converged upon 
Seiner, knocking him and his implements 
into the moat, which he had not yet drained 
of stagnant water. 

Lions, tigers and chimpanzees in other 
parts of the compound caught up the wild 
strain and roared and screamed from their 
prisons. Over the moat, the chattering 
monkeys leaped and scrambled, via Seiner's 
plank. Before Seiner could recover his bal- 
ance and dislodge the plank, a goodly por- 
tion of the mountain's population was skit- 
tering for the nearby woods and freedom. 


OUNDING, running and jumping, 

they scampered agilely from tree to 
tree, yelling defiance. 

An emergency telephone call brought 
Nassau County -police on the run from 
Merrick. Boys from Massapequa joyfully 
joined the posse. The management offered 
a bounty of a season pass to the zoo for 
every fugitive brought back in the approved 
Buck manner—alive. Patrolman Andrew 
Gobel won two tickets by yanking monks 
down from trees. Patrolman William 
Dougherty, one of the new brainy genera- 
tion of cops, lured two more runaways into 
tackling distance with a bribe of peanuts. 

Meanwhile, funny things were happen- 
ing. A mob of 50 jubilant outlaws ganged 
upon a Long Island Railroad train which 


had just left Massapequa for Seaford and 
stopped it as effectively as the old James 
gang. The engineer scratched his head and 
puzzled. Five minutes passed before the 
monkeys began to realize that while they 
might beat the machine age on one front, 
they were beaten on another. 

The other was the third rail. The 
Long Island is electrified and draws 
its current from the same kind of a 
third rail the subways use. Thus, 
the motorman from time to time saw 
monkeys suddenly leap high in the 
air and fold up like accordions, elec- 
trocuted. 

After a half dozen had been 
burned, the pack fled, later to return 
to the tracks a mile farther on and 
disperse an army of 100 track la- 
borers who had not been apprised 
of the revolt. Satisfied with their 
sally, the outlaws again retreated, 
after robbing lunch pails of oranges 
and bananas. 

Massapequa homes that night 
were locked tightly in spite of the 
warm weather. The zoo announced

per time. More than 100 were still 
roaming the neighborhood, 

Next day, the railroad hired spe- 
cial crews to shoo away monkeys and 
prevent further interruptions of train 
schedules. Long the target of irate 
commuters, the Long Island at last 
had a perfect alibi for late trains. 

The 200's business boomed. The 
turnstiles clicked merrily with the 
coins of thousands who. wanted to see 
the monkeys brought back. 

But Sidney Milo of Seaford was 
getting a dirty deal. Milo was driv- 
ing his automobile at a lawful speed 
on Seaford avenue near the Merrick 
road, in Seaford, when down from a 
clump of trees dropped 30 or more 
monkeys.

When he 
drove into the zoo grounds with his 
prize catch, the attendants almost 
mistook him for Frank Buck. 

Two more monkeys got curious 
about the Long Island's third rail 
and paid the extreme penalty. 

Thirty-two got hungrier than 
ever and sneaked back to within 
food-stealing distance of the zoo. 
When rushed by attendants, 20 
shinned up a tall flagpole and the 
others climbed smaller uprights on 
the grounds. Loveland called out 


the Massapequa fire department. A’ 


great shiny red 65-foot fire ladder 
was raised against the flag standard 
and three agile volunteers climbed 
up armed with bamboo poles with 
which they prodded their prey. 
One by one the simians left the 
pole and grabbed the halyards 
~ looped over a pulley high above 
their heads. As soon as they did 
this, attendants on the ground low- 
ered them as if they had been flags, 
and seized them. One _ escaped. 
The monks on the smaller poles 
were captured easily. 


got fingers on Al Capone, but the leader 
snarled and escaped.

The idea was that the monkeys, impelled 
by curiosity, would descend and sniff. And, 
being notoriously fond of alcohol, they 
would imbibe and fall into a drunken 
sleep. 

Next morning, Loveland and Awi, a 
Malay boy, went out to collect their prison- 
ers. Instead of finding dozens of victims, 
they came upon three, all horribly stewed. 

The trio were plainly hospital cases, not 
just casual topers, so they were turned over 
to J. C. Nicol, the zoo's expert in medical 
matters. Two of the monks were very 
solemn. They sat perfectly still for long 
periods, blinking stupidly. 

Occasionally, as they stared about va- 
cantly, they would catch sight of each 
other.

git LTHOUGH its pres- 


ent housing pro- 
gram will make 
only microscopic 
inroads into the 
general problem of 
| slum clearance in 
the United States, 
the Government’s 
hew low-cost apart- 
ments will provide modern, habitable 
living quarters for about 300,000 cit- 
izens. It is hoped by those who are in 
charge of the PWA Housing Division 
that these tenants will be drawn from 
slum areas, gas house districts, arks 
and old-law tenements—the dreary, 
cluttered backwaters of the cities. 
The present plan, which is costing 
$283,000,000 to execute, is conceded 
to be only a demonstration program. 
It is intended to prove to those who 
have it in their power to remedy the 
drab squalor of workingmen’s quarters 
in various communities that decent 
modern housing is desirable for other 
reasons than humanitarian ones. Be- 
ing realistic specialists, engineers and 
so on, the administrators are aware 
that those in command vf business and 
municipal governments must be influ- 
enced by something more than altru- 
istic motives. It is their intention to 
prove that it is bad economy to house 
one-third of the population in quar- 
ters that are not only depressing and 
sordid to look at, but also unhealthy, 


unsafe, and expensive. 

The problem which the Federal ex- 
periment is intended to illuminate is 
of overwhelming bigness. A general 
survey taking in all parts of the coun- 
try indicates that at least one-fourth 
of the buildings now devoted to resi- 
dential purposes are altogether unfit 
to live in. This is doubtless a con- 
servative estimate. If for no other 
reason, it is conservative because it 
indicates only the extent of the 
wretched condition to which it refers 
—not its quality, its odor, its capacity 
to distort the life pictures of those 
who are affected by it. That, how- 
ever, the experts engaged in the dem- 
onstration program take for granted. 
What they want to show is the fact 
that slums are a great extravagance. 

In order for a city to keep its slums 
from destruction, the investigators 
have shown, they must be given spe- 
cial fire protection. In order to keep 
their inhabitants from being alto- 
gether obliterated by disease, they 
must be given special health services. 
In this way the slums represent a 
steady and considerable drain on mu- 
nicipal treasuries. In one large city, 
for instance, a blighted area was pay- 
ing taxes of $225,000 while requiring 
municipal services costing $357,000. 
In another city it was found that the 
areas which represented the greatest 


,cost to the taxpayer housed only 10 


per cent of the population. In this 
case the funds required for municipal 
services amounted to 26 per cent of all 
funds devoted to that purpose. And

besides that these areas took 30 per 
cent of the money expended for char- 
itable purposes and 16 per cent of the 
fire protection budget. The problem 
has other ramifications. The Govern- 
ment survey indicates that in 64 cities 
that were considered typical, 8 per 
cent of all dwellings have no running 
water, 23 per cent no showers or bath 
tubs. And in slum sections tne per- 
centage having these benefits was 
much lower, obviously. In other 
words, the much-vaunted American 
high standard of living can’t be com- 
puted in terms of baths. 


HE new housing units will be a 
bright contrast, as is indicated by 
those which are now under con- 
struction or already completed. Not 
only will they have the requisite num- 
ber of hot and cold water taps and 
shower baths, but they will be situated 
on plots of landscaped ground usually 
more than 10 acres in extent. Three 
times as much space is being devoted 
to parks and playgrounds as to the 
foundations of the houses themselves. 
Many will have individual flower or 
vegetable gardens for tenants who 
want them. Public laundries, recrea- 
tion rooms and workshops are gen- 
erally included in the plans. 
Each house must comply with the 
minimum requirements laid down by 
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Alfred Fellheimer and James Cramer, 
architectural specialists in mass hous- 
ing, who are working with the direc- 
tors of the Housing Division. These 
experts have worked out an elaborate 
system of statistics for any model 
dwelling of this kind. Health, com- 
fort and safety are the primary con- 
siderations. Beauty comes after these 
and is supposed to be implicit in 
houses that come up to the other spe- 
cifications. 

Some of the rules with which archi- 
tects for the new houses must com. 
ply are as follows: Living room floor 
space must have an area of at least

160 square feet: main bedrooms, 110 
square feet; kitchens, 65 square feet. 
Incinerators are to be provided in all 
buildings of more than two stories. 
Stair landings must not be trianguw 
lar and stairways must be of a pre- 
scribed width. Basement storage is 
to be provided for each tenant. At 
least one closet must be provided for 
every bedroom and closet doors are 
to be flush with the walls. In order 
that the rooms may be well lighted, 
windows must be high and they are 
to occupy at least one-tenth as much 
space as the floors. They are never 
to occupy less than 12 square feet. 
There must be at least eight and a 
half feet between floor and ceiling. 

These specifications will obviously 
have a direct effect on architectural 
styles. In Europe radical changes in 
architecture have already developed 
out of such problems as how to get the 
maximum number of sunny rooms with 
the minimum number of outside walls. 
Problems of compact arrangement 
without an atmosphere of crowding, of 
creating an air of privacy in apartment 
sections containing large numbers of 
families, and so on, have vitally affect- 
ed the design of houses. 


UT most radical of all the 
B changes will be one involving real 
estate finance. In this respect the 
Government—according to experts— 
will have to change its policy from that 
followed in the demonstration program 
to another in which private capital 
will have a greater part. A German 
expert, Dr. Ernest Kahn, who was for- 
merly manager of the housing pro- 
gram in Frankfort—one of the most 
advanced European cities in this re- 
spect—-recently estimated that Ameri- 
ca would have to expend 40 billion 
dollars to complete the program that 
has been outlined. He believes that it 
will be necessary to con-

sively low rates of interest. Other- 
wise the Government will become & 
competitor of private enterprise, and 
private enterprise will be unable to 
compete with rents it can offer. At the 
same time, Federal capitalization of 
such a project would bring unneces- 
sary and ruinous taxes. Government 
subsidy, on the other hand, would, fn 
Dr. Kahn’s belief, bring about a nat- 
ural evolution from the present condi- 
tion to the desirable one shadowed 
forth by the demonstration program. 
In order for any housing development 
to compete with present rents in the 
slums, this expert says, it will be nec- 
essary to base rents on 3% per cent 
loans. Each additional 1 per cent 
would cost each tenant an additional 
$1 per week. And 3% per cent loans 
could only become a reality through 
Government subsidy. 

This will not affect the present pro- 
gram, however, even if the Govern- 
ment accepts Dr. Kabn’s plan, which it 
is said to be considering. The build- 
ings now rising are evidently not in- 
tended to be much more than labora- 
tory data to show what can be done. 

As they stand now the buildings 
offer an exciting prospect. New York 
has already made various excursions 
into the field and the Hillside Apatt- 
ments in Queens are nearly ready for 
their tenantry of 1416 families. A 
series of two-story houses in Detroit 
occupies a 34-acre park and will pro 
vide dwellings for 1032 families, I 
Miami, Florida, 255 families will be 
settled in one-story houses on a 42° 
acre site. The Government has & 
quired 80 acres in Chicago for tem 
ements, which will cost $14,300,000 
and will provide for 2267 families.

Rockefeller, he had 
at the time a strong 
prejudice against 
impoverished aristo- 
crats. Although he

foreigners; and although he was sub- 
sequently twice divorced, he did not 
want his daughter to marry a man 
who had been divorced. : 

Millicent, headstrong and 21, did 
not share his views. One day she and 
her Count went to the Municipal 
Building (it was January 8, 1924, to 
be exact) and were quietly married 
before a Justice of the Peace, The 
groom had to use a borrowed ring for 
the ceremony. Colonel Rogers and 
his wife postponed their projected trip 
to Europe and retired in high dudgeon 
to one of their country houses—the 
one at Tuxedo Park. The next month 
the Count and Countess Salm von 
Hoogstraeten were on their way to 
Paris. The trip was financed by the 
Countess. After a few weeks of gaiety 
in the capital they went to the South 
of France so the Count could practice 
tennis. He hoped to get into shape 
to represent Austria in the forthcom- 
ing Davis Cup matches. 

That spring Colonel Rog- 
ers set out for Europe with 
his attorney and his son. 
While he took the boy to 
Oxford, the lawyer traveled 
to Paris for an interview 
with Millicent. ‘‘Ludi and 
Daddy don't love each oth- 
er at all,’’ Millicent wrote 
to Count Ludwig’s mother 
about this time. “If they 
met it would be fatal.’’ She 
still hoped for a reconcilia- 
tion between her husband 
and her father and agreed 
to go back to America for 
the birth of the child she 
expected, planning to have 
her husband come back to 
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2. Millicent Rogers. 


meet the baby’s grandfather the fol- 
lowing fall. Meanwhile ‘‘Ludi’’ was 
to go to Austria and make certain ar- 
rangements that would make the child 
legitimate in Austria; apparently 
there was some doubt as to the per- 
fect legality of his divorce. 

Colonel Rogers was determined not 
to allow any of his intentions or senti- 
ments to become public, but as he 
stepped off the boat in New York, he 
was smiling broadly; his daughter was 
on the verge of tears. Possibly her 
father had explained to her on the re- 
turn voyage what he thought of the 
man over whose name had appeared 
a tabloid story entitled ‘‘How I Wooed 
and Won Millicent Rogers.’’ He seems 
to have been determined to go all 
lengths to prevent his daughter from 
meeting Count Ludwig Salm ever 
again. But the Countess was (at that 
time) certain he would come round. 
She kept writing to the dowager 
Countess in Vienna that she loved 
‘Ludi’ and hoped she would reassure 
him because ‘‘Ludi is so very sensitive 
that I think he imagines often far 
more than is good for him.’’ Mean- 
while ‘‘Ludi’’ was being adopted by a 
Hungarian janitor so that he could 
change his nationality and validate his 
second marriage. 


HEN he returned to New York, 
W however, his Countess had 

gone to Palm Beach and re- 
fused to return. Her baby son, Peter 
Constantin, was with her and a squad 
of tough New York detectives was 
hired to keep the father from making 
an unsolicited visit. Count Ludwig sent 
another squad of equally tough detec- 
tives to watch the house where his 
wife was living. There was almost @ 
gun fight under her window one night 
when the Countess’ detectives became 
suspicious and imagined the Count’s 
detectives were trying to steal the 
baby. Count Ludwig was finally able 
to get an injunction permitting him to 
see the child a couple of times a week. 
His mother joined him in a hotel only 
a couple of miles from the J. S. Pills- 
bury house, where the Countess was 
staying. And one afternoon the baby 
was brought in squalling, accompanied 
by its nurse and a bellicose detective, 
who refused to leave the room. Count 
Ludwig was beside himself with rage 
and got another injunction.

ary three men met 
in the office of the 
Attorney-General at 
Nashville. They 
were preparing an 
organized fight 
against an enemy 
wealthy, powerful 
‘ and shrewd, clever- 
ly masked in the guise of legitimate 
business. A series of apparently incen- 
diary fires threatened repetition of a 
disaster of two decades ago, when a 
firebug caused destruction of hun- 
dreds of homes, offices and factories, 
with a total loss of $10,000,000. 

This meeting of J. Carlton Loser, 
Attorney-General; R. K. Webb, Dep- 
uty State Fire Marshal, and Harry 
S. Avery, a special investigator for 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, was but the first chapter 
in a relentless battle to run down 
the arson ring and lift the red shadow 
menacing the property of the 160,000 
citizens of Tennessee's capital city. 

The climax came recently when 
three men once prominent in bus- 
iness were sentenced in criminal 
court to 10 years in prison for partici- 
pating in an arson syndicate. They 
were Robert W. Thompson, insurance 
adjuster and former Deputy State Fire 
Marshal; his partner, Madison V. 
Scott, and William Allen Oakley, a 
business man who had been caught in 
the depression. 

A fourth, Owen Nannie, was sen- 
tenced to one year in prison, but 
Judge Chester K. Hart later condi- 
tionally suspended the sentence. Reps 
B. Davis and an insurance agent, who 
were said to have furthered the aims 
of the syndicate before they learned 
its nature, were acquitted. 

How long the syndicate had operat- 
ed and how many fires it had arranged 
hefure Oakley entered it remain un- 
known. Thompson and Scott denied 
to the end—and still deny—that a syn- 
dicate ever existed. But Thompson 
said on the witness stand that he 
and his partner had settled claims 
in 3000 fires in five years. And 
Oakley took the stand to ‘spill 
everything.’ 

The story, as Oakley told it to the 
jury, began nearly two years ago, on a 
day when, threading his way among 


the tables in a crowded little restau-. 


rant, he dropped into a vacant’ chair 
and gazed despondently through the 
fly - specked window. Noon-hour 
throngs hurried past. Chill winds 
swept up the street and Will Allen 
Oakley, erstwhile prosperous business 
man, hunched his shoulders. Even 
in the warm eating house he could 
almost feel the raw December air, 
with a hint of snow in the murky 
skies. 

“Cup of coffee,’ he told the greasy- 
aproned waiter, ‘and make it black.’’ 
He jingled a quarter and two dimes in 
a pocket of his threadbare suit—and 
cursed his luck. Unseen by Oakley, 
a fat, red-faced man arose from his 
own table and pushed his way through 
the crowd. Oakley turned as a hand 
on his shoulder interrupted his reverie 
of self-pity. 

“Hello, Oakley,”’ and the fat man 
smiled down on him. His manner 
radiated good humor—the good hu- 
mor induced by excellent dinners and 
well-lined pockets. Oakley stood up 
and shook hands as his mind flashed 
back to a date two years before. 

“Why, hello, Mr. Thompson. I 
haven’t seen you since you adjusted 
the fire loss tor my father. That's 
been nearly two years, hasn’t it?’’ 

Thompson, fire adjuster, former 
Deputy State Fire Marshal and al)- 
around good fellow, smiled genially. 
Momentarily he seemed to size up his 
chance companion. The worn suit, 
shabby overcoat, close-set eyes and 
sharp, thin features. Thompson 
chuckled and pumped Will Oakley's 
hand.

ing. In half an hour they parted with 
an appointment set for the following 
day. 

According to the testimony, it was 
a simple system that Thompson and 
his partner, Scott, explained to Oakley 
next day in their offices, located con- 
veniently near fire department head- 
quarters: 

A cheap frame house was purchased 
in a down-at-the-heels neighborhood. 
Minor repairs were made as a gesture 
at improvement, and a little second- 
hand furniture was picked up at a 
bargain price and installed in the 
house. 

Soon a tenant would be found for 
the house, a tenant who wasn't too 
emart and could be trusted to keep his 
mouth shut, 


was ‘“‘sold’’ to another member of 
the syndicate at a doubled or 
trebled figure. 

No money changed hands, but the 
house and furniture were reinsured on 
the increased value basis. Long 
enough after this resale to make 
things look regular, late at night and 
after the tenant had gone visiting, the 
structure would be gutted by a mys- 
terious fire. 

Thompson and Scott, operating, of 
course, as legitimate insurance adjust- 
ers, would seek out the unfortunate 
Owner of the ravaged property next 
day. Contracts would be signed, 
everything legal and above-board, to 
all appearances. 

“I'll let you know when we lo- 
cate the right kind of a house for 
our next swing,’’ Thompson assured 
Oakley as they stood in the of- 
fice doorway of Robert W. Thomp- 
son and Company, insurance adjusters. 
Nodding, the arson ring’s newest mem- 
ber walked into the winter weather, 
and it wasn’t half as chilling as he 
mentally added up the golden profits 
that would soon be his. 

It was nearly two weeks later, ac- 
cording to the evidence in criminal 
court, that Thompson summoned Oak- 
ley to his office. The house had been 
located. It was a five-room, one-story 
frame building located at 1725 Third 
avenue, North, a poor neighborhood 
in North Nashville, made up largely of 
laboring people and Negroes. The 
picked dwelling was 20 to 30 years old 
and badly in need of repair. It was 
the property of a Thomas Hyde and 
was listed for sale by James W. Beas- 
ley, a realty dealer. Oakley would 
make the arrangements. The house 
could be purchased for $600, $50 
down and the balance in monthly pay- 
ments of $10, plus interest. Thomp- 
son handed over the $50 to Oakley, 
who went to the Beasley real estate

office, where the deal was effected. 

The next step was to find a man to 
whom the title could be transferred— 
a ‘‘buyer’’, so that the insurance could 
be stepped up far in excess of the $400 
policy carried by Hyde, the former 
owner. Oakley knew the man, Reps 
B. Davis, divorced husband of a rela- 
tive of his. Davis lived in Springfield, 
in an adjoining county, where he 
earned a small income as a tobacco 
grader. 

Oakley, as the story was related be- 
fore Judge Hart, immediately located 
Davis at his home in Springfield. Driv- 
Ing to the Robertson County town, 
Oakley brought him to Nashville. A 
deed of conveyance was drawn at the 
real estate office and in a few min- 
utes Reps B. Davis was the owner, 
nominally, of the house at 1725 Third 
avenue, North. Davis later told au- 
thorities he knew nothing of the plot 
then, but understood the transaction 
was part of some money-making 
scheme, which was not explained to 
him. 

The little old frame house in North 
Nashville that Thomas Hyde had val- 
ued at $600, now was miraculously 
valued at $1750. The date of this 
conveyance was March 19, 1934, the 
Davidson County Register’s books 
showed the jury. 

Through an insurance agent—who 
was acquitted—Oakley raised the in. 
surance on the house from the original 
policy of $400 to one of $1500. 

The next three weeks were busy 
ones for the ringsters, as testimony 
revealed. Paint and wall paper were 
bought by Oakley and charged to 
Thompson’s account at the Arcade 
Paint Shop, and the little old house 
was decorated for its blazing death. 
The storekeeper, Leonard S. Mode, 
verified the list of purchases. 

Finally the repair work was done, 
and classified ads were scanned for 
second-hand furniture. Mrs. Jessie 
Waggoner, on Boscobel street, had a 
list of furniture. Soon Mrs. Waggon- 
er was opening her door to the knock 
of Scott and Oakley.

BRIDGEPORT, Connecticut. 
LL summer long the Pa- 
cific Ocean has been a vast 
laboratory for aeronaut- 
ical engineers and avia- 
tors engaged in an unde- 
niably spectacular under- 
taking. It has been a va- 
rlegated experiment, its purpose, of 
course, being the spanning of the 
ocean and the setting up of a regu- 
lar three-day schedule for the rapid 
transit of passengers, express, freight 
and mail from San Francisco to the 
Philippine Islands and eventually, 

ps, to Japan, Hongkong and 
other Asian trade centers. 

The sensational phase of this sum- 
mer'’s work has been the precisely 
tabled flights of the Clipper Ship over 
22,750 miles of sea. There has been 
a good deal more to it all than that. 
Nearly a year ago a detailed plan was 
drafted. Last March a supply ship put 
out on a five months’ voyage. She 
returned to San Francisco within 24 
hours of the time set for her. Mean- 
while, an elaborate system of base 
camps, airports, radio compass and 
wireless stations and high altitude 
weather observatories has been set out. 
Most of it is already in working or- 


@er. A 6000-mile course, 200 miles 


wide and 16,000 feet in altitude, has 
been exhaustively charted and ex- 
plored—not only geographically, but 
also meteorologically. Unless one of 
the base camp islands sinks into the 
Pacific, there is every likelihood that 
the San Francisco-Manila air line— 
8600 miles long—will start operation 
on October 15. 

While this complex endeavor has 
been the work of many men, co-operat- 
ing in a highly-organized campaign 
against time and distance, no one has 
had as much to do with its prospective 
success as a silent, bald, moustached 
Russian, operating behind a (filat- 
topped desk in a little office here in 
Bridgeport. Without his part in it, 
trans-Pacific transport flying would be 
a fantastic dream instead of an in- 
cipient reality. This small, reserved 
man bears one of the most distin- 
guished names in the history of his 
profession: Igor Sikorsky. For, aside 
from his ordinary services as a design- 
er of airplanes, he was the first man. 
to believe in the possibilities of planes 
powered by several motors rather than 
a single one, the first to design such 
& plane and the first to fly it. Even 
before the outbreak of the World War, 
Sikorsky was working on the prob- 


lem. He was only 24 when he built 
and flew the first four-motored plane. 
He was the laughing stock of reaction- 
ary designers who believed the course 
of future designs already laid out and 
considered it extremely unlikely that 
there could be safety and co-ordina- 
tion in several motors attached to one 
ship. 

Sikorsky is only 46 years old, but 
he has succeeded today in convincing 
every aeronautical engineer in his 
right mind that many motors are not 
merely as safe as one, but infinitely 
safer and more efficient. Having 
proved this to everyone’s satisfaction, 
Sikorsky has not been content to stop 
contributing to the development of 
aeronautics. He is as dissatisfied with 
present accomplishments as he was 
with the primitive aircraft of his teens. 
He considers the beautiful, 
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sweeping curves of his latest 
transport planes — long, 
shining giants of the air, 
swinging rhythmically 
across plains and mountains 
—to be as elementary and 
unfinished as the steamships 
of a century ago. 

“The flying ship of to- 
morrow,’’ he says with quiet 
conviction, ‘‘will have the 
same relation to today’s 
planes that the Normandie 
has to those steamships.

Sikorsky is doubtless years ahead of 
his time. Comparatively few travelers 
take speeds of 200 miles an hour for 
granted. The idea of flying around 
the world in a couple of weeks is still 
a fanciful notion to the pedestrian 
majority. To Sikorsky such things 
are already so perfectly plausible, so 
ingrained in the convolutions of his 
own mathematical mind, that they de- 
serve no more speculative thought. He 
has gone on to something else—pos- 
sibly an air liner equipped with a 
swimming pool, though he hasn't said 
quite that. As a matter of fact, the 
plane he envisages is about 250 tons 
in weight, equipped with comfortable 


staterooms and a lounge the equivalent 
of glassed-in decks, capable of trans- 
porting 150 passengers and manned by 


a crew of 40. He is still a young man; 
perhaps his dream ship will fly be- 
fore he dies. But whether or not that 
happens, he is in a position to speak 
of it without being accused of harbor- 
ing delusions. 

Were it not for his record of accom. 
plishment Sikorsky would probably be 
considered a wild radical by other 
members of his profession. He isn't. 
His whole ideology is based on faith 
in logical, precise evolution. That is 
why he left Russia: the revolution 
simply didn’t fit into his picture. 

He was born at Kiev, the offspring 
of a line of scientists. His father was 
a professor of psychology at the uni- 
versity there. Several of his relatives 
were chemists. He was a boy when 
the Wright brothers !aunched their 
first plane. It inspired him to build

a heavier-than-air craft of his own, a 
helicopter, powered by rubber bands. 
His father was tolerant, even when 
Igor climbed into the treetops and sat 
there for hours, “‘to get the feel of 
being in the air.’’ His work at school 
was all calculated to produce an en- 
gineer—especially an aeronautical en- 
gineer, though that was scarcely an 
accepted profession yet. He was grad- 
uated from the Naval College at St. 
Petersburg at 17 and from the Insti- 
tute of Technology at Kiev two years 
later. He studied for a time in 
Paris. But from the end of his 
school years he was interested only 
in one thing. 

In those days there were no schools 
of aviation. Mathematics, draftsman- 
ship, physics and so on might be of 
invaluable assistance in building a 
plane. They didn’t teach

Sikorsky early conceived the even- 
tual need for a plane with more than 
one motor and started working on it 
despite the discouragement of other 
designers. Two-motored planes had 
already been tried, always with un 
satisfactory or disastrous results. 

Sikorsky's first four-motored plane 
was @ greater sensation than the one 
he has since built to fly to South 
America and Asia. It was a great, 
unwieldy biplane. When it was fin. 
ished the young man took off from 
Ktev and flew it to St. Petersburg and 
back—a distance of 1600 miles—with. 


Out an accident or a forced landing. 
That jaunt pretty well did for the 
doubters. During the war Sikorsky, 
was conimissioned to build 40 bombers’ 
on the same principle. He was made 
chief engineer of the Russo-Baltic 
Railroad Car Works’ airplane division. 
and occupied that position until the 


revolution. 
“ ing, either in politics or engi- 
neering,’ he says in explanation 
of his leaving the country when 
Lenin and Trotzky took over. “To 
get ahead one must make orderly 
progress, discarding the bad and 
keeping the good in whatever has 
been accomplished before. I do not 
believe in discarding everything of 
the old, willy-nilly. That is why | 
think what has happened in Russia is 
unwise. As an engineer I see no lim- 
its to the size and performance of air- 
Dianes. But I go slowly, making use 
of the accumulated experience of the 
past. Economically, socially or tech- 
nically, the method of progress must 
be the same, if it is to be successful.”’ 
Sikorsky took his liberal convic- 
tions to France for the remainder of 
the war and came to America after the © 
armistice. Getting a start here was far 
from easy. He had to solicit capital 
for his first company, almost nickel by 
nickel. But there were some who knew 
his European reputation. The pianist, 
Rachmaninoff, gave him his largest 
subscription, $5000. Building from 
that, Sikorsky has become entrenched 
in the industry as wef as the profes- 
sion of manufacturing airplanes. He 
is now vice-president and engineering 
head of the Sikorsky Manufacturing 
Company and holds a key position for 
the future exploitation of air travel. 
When ocean flying becomes an accept- 
ed thing, his designs may or may not 
predominate. But his contribution to 
ita development will be inestimable.

None, least of all himself, knows 
For a thing that 
he has done with some originality, an 
example may be cited from his crit- 
ical writings. It occurs, surprisingly, 
in a study of the modern painter, 
Georgi di Chirico. Even more sur- 
prisingly, its connection with the sub- 
ject, in a reading of the. entire es- 
say, becomes quite clear: 

“One evening I happened to see the 
Marx Brothers in ‘Animal Crackers,’ " 
he writes. ‘“‘Harpo, the incarnation of 
The Magic Flute, is what one would 
imagine The Magic Flute to be after 
the overture.

been buried alive.

“You don’t think I did that,” he 
chided. ‘“‘Why, he was my pal.”’

Living quietly on Long 
Island with Mrs. Cugino, 24 
years old, showing himself rare- 
ly and then in disguise, yet 
when he ventured out, he lacked 
the self-control to stay in the 
background. When someone jos- 
tled him on the ferry, August 
30, he threw a bottle, missed 
his target, but hit a window. Ar- 
rested, he said he was “John 
Mungo,’ and sent a “ringer” to 
pay a $10 fine the next day, for 
he was sure he would be recogn- 
ized if he went in person.

He did not even have 
a gun on him. He didn’t say a 
word except to beg Ryan to see 
that he should not get a licking. 

He had attempted to hide a tell- 
tale scar on his lip with grease 
paint and a mustache. But De- 
tective James Ryan had known

She referred all ques- 
tions to the Colonel and he an- 
swered this one: ‘‘Bunk! There’s 
absolutely nothing to it.’’ Three 
weeks later she announced her en- 
gagement to Ramos. They are 
still married. 
The Rogers family was almost 
obscure for nearly two years 
thereafter. Colonel Rogers still 


remained active in business. He 
had become vice-president and 
general manager of the Atlantic 
Coast Electric Railroad and a vice- 
president of the Virginia Railway 
Company, after his honorable dis- 
charge (D. S. M. and Croix de 
Guerre) from the army, after serv- 
ing throughout the World War. 
He remained active also in 10 
clubs, traveled, lived in his houses 
in Tuxedo Park and Southampton, 
cruised on his steam yacht, the 
Lotowana. For the moment he 
was virtually unnoticeable. 

Then came his own period of 
marital upset. In the spring of 
1929 the Colonel settled a 
$3,000,000 trust fund on his wife, 
the former Mary Benjamin. Short- 
ly thereafter she set off for Eu- 
rope, opening her apartment in 
Paris. He followed her abroad, 
went to Utrecht, filed suit for di- 
vorce, charging infidelity. In 
July, three weeks after receiving 
the decree, the Colonel was mar- 
ried in Paris to Mrs. Basil Miles, 
widow of a former United States 
Commissioner to the International 
Chamber of Commerce. The sec- 
ond Mrs. Rogers was the daughter 
of a Mrs. Roza Moscowics. She 
gave her maiden name as Margit 
Barbola von Braun. Her first hus- 
band, whom she divorced in Paris, 
was Peabody Savell, an American 
engineer. Her second was Basil 
Miles. At her third wedding she 
was given in marriage by Count 
Andre and Countess Maria: Zichy, 
who said they were her cousins.
